Great Possibilities 

To sum up, this year’s im- 
migration has great 
bilities. The majority of the 
newcomers which it brings 
are used to work; many of 
them have skills: an out- 
standing minority brings to 
this country unusual capab- 
ilities and more than aver- 
age training This immigra- 
tion is well fitted to fill the 
gaps of skill left by the im- 
migration of the past decade, 
although it has a certain 
percentage of sotial cases 
and people with “unwanted” 
trades.who must be retrained. 
Moreover, the newcomers are 
being handled with a tho- 
roughness, a patience and a 
wealth of experience. which 
are unprecedented in Israel. 
Yet with every month that
